2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although prior art is 
known which teach a two-dimensional code extraction where an input image is scanned into 
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block units, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest either alone or in combination 
thereof a two-dimensional code extraction method, computer-readable medium program, and 
apparatus including: 

detecting a plurality of regions of blocks corresponding to a respective plurality of two- 
dimensional codes, each region of blocks including a number of neighboring and contiguous 
blocks from among the detected blocks that satisfy specific conditions from the scanned blocks; 

detecting one or more areas encoding respective two-dimensional codes, each two- 
dimensional code area enclosing by a margin a corresponding detected region of blocks 
including the predetermined number of the neighboring and contiguous blocks as the two- 
dimensional code.
